Herbert 
Moseley. treasurer of the Growler Cop- 
per Company, Boston, Mass., who 1s, the 
complainant, alleges that Foxwell, Dy 
various schemes, relieved his company 
of more than $5,000, and informed the 
police that the broker had victimized 
many other concerns in Canada, New

Foxwell, who is 56 years old, digni- 
fied, well-groomed and scholarly in de- 
meanor, came to Washington a little 
/}more than a year ago from New York, 
and with his wife figured prominently 
in society circles. To what extent he 
carried on business in this city is not 
known. He dealt almost solely jn min- 
ing stocks. 
+ The police allege that Foxwell went 
‘to (Boston early in 1909 and later to New 
York, where, to various mining con- 
cerns. he declared hmiself to be a rep- 
resentative of the Societe Generale, of 
Paris, a financial institution of Paris. 
Certain bonds and sto¢ks which Fox- 
well negotiated failed to pay expected 
dividends, and an _ investigation was 
made by the companies affected, which 
developed that Foxwell was not a rep- 
resentative of the Paris concern. The 
firms learned that Foxwell wags living 
here, and their representative reacheu 
here today, demanding his arrest.

Next Convention to Be 
Held in Maryland City. 


$115,000 Pledged To- 
wards Endowment Fund of 
the Theological Seminary. 
Fourteen Persons Subscribed 


$5,000 Each to the Fund. 
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Louisville, Ky., May 15.—Baltimore 
was this evening chosen by the south- 
ern Baptists as the place for holding 
their next annual conyention. The 


convention will open May 14, 
Big Sum Piedged. 

Their enthusiasm raised to a high 
pitch by a notable movement to the 
support of the Southern Baptist Theo- 
logical seminary, over one thousand 
delegates to the Southern Baptist con- | 
vention late this afternoon took a 
lengthy journey to Cave Hill cemetery, 
only to have a heavy rain interfere 
with the unvelling of a monument to 
the late Rev. T. T. Haton. 

Before they left the floor of the con- 
vention hall, over $115,000 was volun- 
tarily subscribed toward the endow- 
ment fund of the seminary. It was 
an hour marked by liberal unloosening 
of purse strings and steadily mount- 
ing good spirits as the total of the 
contributions rose higher and higher. 
Here a farmer rose to pledge $50 from 
the sale of a cow or a horse; there a 
prosperous city dweller contributed ten 
or twenty times that amount, but both 
were animated by the spirit of the con- 
vention, which had the same meed of 
hearty applause for the mite as for 
the rich man's thousands. 

No less than fourteen persons sub- 
scribed $5,000 each, while contributions 
of $1,000 and $2,000 were plentifully 
sprinkled through a long list of small- 
er amounts dwlindling down to $1. 
The students at the seminary who at- 
tended the session in a body topped off 
the scene with a little surprise of their 
own, when they announced that they 
had gotten together $10,000 for the en- 
dowment fund.

“Caring nothing for, if not despising 
pubgic opinion, cities cannot secure such 
expert ability in administration by 
popular election. No specialist will cod. 
dle the public to secure his election: he 
will not stultify himself, either, by~ re- 
versing his real opinion on scientific or| 
technical matters; and he will not ask 
its suffrage and undergo the horrible 
mud-slinging of puliticas campaigns, He 
will serve the public, but Only on cer- 
tain conditions, If we would secure the 
expert in city administration, we must 
obtain his services by selection or ap- 
pointment and insuring him certainty 
or rmanency of authority, respon- 
sibilit} and support. We cannot secure 
him or his service in any other way— 
because city sovernments are subject to 
the same conditions that control in pri- 
vate or corporate business enterprises; 
and only in this way do successful busi- 
ness houses Obtain specialists and 
benefit from their services.” 

Some Comparisons Made 

Mr. Wise, continuing his remarks, 
said: 

“At the time the present plan was 
adopted the city had property amount- 
ing to $1,894,940, as shown by the gov- 
ernment report, with a net ¥:bt of 
only $583,000.

The large salaries provided 
in the bill for the members of the 
council, viz: $3,500 for the mayor and 
$3,000 for the four councilmen, brought 
out about forty candidates, although 
the promoters had claimed that the 
large salaries would eliminate unde- 
sirable candidates, forgetting in their 
zeal that a bad man likes a good sal- 
ary as well as a good one, and that he 
will resort to more questionable means 
to obtain it. Theréfore, the city was 
a cauldron of political discontent.

Mr. MacVicars Address. 

Mr. MacVicar said that it seemed 
presumptueus to come to Atlanta to 
tell this city how to rua Its govern- 
as he had first begun to make 
a study of municipal government 
through meeting former Mavor Collier 
and Judge George Hillyer and others 
of this city. 

In opening his debate he quoted the 
late Frank Parsons, an eminent svciol- 
Ogist of Boston, who once said: “Cities, 
like women, only have homeopathic 
rights in most of our states. That is 
the reason why we call cities ‘she,’ al- | 
though there are other reasons for 
thinking cities are effeminate. Men 
fall in love with them, are courted and 
jilted, ennobled and debased by them.” 

Mr. MacVicar then continued: 

“By common law there are three 
sorts of creatures without rights, 
Namely, outlaws, wild beasts and mu- 
nicipalities. Any citizen may take the 
life of the former, any legislature the 
life of the latter. Our own lowa su- 
preme court has said: ‘The legisla- 
ture, breathes the brcath of life into 
the Z isndetmaidiy, without which it can- 
not’ exist.’

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HST NOT PUNISH 
BY BANISHMENT 


Interesting Ruling by At- 
torney General. 


Practice of Courts in Suspend- 
ing Sentence on Condition 
That Defendant Leave State, 
a Violation of the Constitu- 
tion, Says Judge Hart. 


It has been customary in certain 
cases, with courts of lower jurisdiction, 
such as recorders’ courts, and occa- 
sionally even with superior courts, to 
pass sentence for petty offenses and 
misdemeanors and then suspend it on 
condition that the culprit will leave the 


state. 

This procedure is wholly illegal, and 
is, in effect, violation of the constitu- 
tional provision which forbids banish- 
ishment from the state as a punish- 
ment, according to Attorney General 
John C. Hart, who has:just given the 
prison commission an opinion in a case 
in which this point is involvel. 

Two women were convicted in Haber- 
sham superior court of a misdemeanor 
Thev were fined, and, in addition, sen- 
tenced to twelve months’ service in 
the chaingang. But the judge agreed 
to suspend the sentence provided they 
would leave the state, and they said 
they would do so. They were given an 
opportunity to go, and as they did not, 
thev were taken in custody by the 
sheriff, who carried them to the state 
prison farm at Milledgeville, the law 
providing that may, in their 
discretion, send misdemeanors 
there. 

Sought to Secure Release. 

An attorney for the women endeav- 
ored to secure their release from the 
state prison farm on the ground that

the judge's order suspending the sen-) 


tence if they would leave the state 
vacated and invalidated the chaingarg 


sentence. 
This left the prison commission in 


doubt of its right to retain the women | 


at the prison farm and they submitted 
the question to the attorney general. 

Judge Hart replied that the court’s 
suspension of the sentence on the con- 
dition that they would leave the state 
was wholly illegal and void, because 
a court has no right to impose a sen- 
tence which is tantamount to bantish- 
ment, a punishment specifically pro- 
hibited by the constitution. 

He stated that the court's original 
sentence cf twelve months’ service was 
the only legal and valid order relative 
to punishment in the case, and there- 
fore the prison commission had a clear 
legal right to retain them as prisoners 
under such sentence. 

A Doubtful Policy. 

Even if such a proceeding were legal, 
Judge Hart pointed out, the policy 
would be a doubtful one, because other 
states, finding cut that Georgia.crimi- 
nals were being unloaded upon them, 
would retaliate bv sending their petty 
criminals to Georgia. Thus it would 
result in merely a swapping of crimi- 
nals, and Georgia might, in the end, 
get decidediv the worst of it. 


The question is one which has never} 


been decided by the supreme court of 
the state. 
however, which has been indulged in 
to some extent in the recorders’ courts 
in Atlanta and other cities of the state. 
Incidents of the practice are rather 
rare in superior courts. 

But under Judge Hart's view of the 
case it is practically the same thing 
as banishment, and the state constitu- 
tion specifically and in terms forbids 
this form of punishment.

Measure Humorously. 


He Finds ‘‘Spunk’”’ on Free List 
} and Also Rags — Catgut, 
Whipgut and Wormgut Also

Washington, May 15.—Addressing the 
senate today, Mr. Johnston, of Ala- 
bama, treated the tariff humorously.

REPLY TO MR. LANE 


They Hold That All They Ask 
Is a Square Deal, and 
Give Argument. 


A committee, representing the colored 
chauffeurs of Atlanta, has prepared the 
following article in reply to a commu- 
nication published in The Constitution 
a few days ago, signed by Tom Lane 
& white chauffeur, in which he takes the 
position that the chauffeur business is 
one that shauld be confined exclusively 
to white men, 

In reply, the colored chauffeurs say: 


“The criticisms against the colored 
chauffeurs do injustice to a set of men 
who are trying to make an honest liv- 
ing and to do their duties for their em- 
ployerg faithfully and in such a way 
as to bring commendations from the 
men who pay them their wages. Mr. 
Lane does not take into account the fact 
that the first automobile drivers in At- 
lanta were colored men, and today & 
great many of the best, most prominent 
and wealthiest families in our city have 
colored. men to drive their cara, just 
as they have hired them to drive their 
carriages. The confidence given colored 
drivers in having charge of the car when 
out with the ladies and the children 
of the household is an appreciation of 
their services, and it is a fact which can- 
not be disputed that very few accidents 
have been charged up to the colored 
chauffeurs of Atlanta. Certainly a much 
smaller percentage than is chargeable to 
the white drivers. The colored drivers 
have had comparatively few cases made 
against them for speeding, and it might 
be interesting to get up a comparison 
on this line with the white drivers. The 
care and keep up of cars given by @ol- 
ored drivers will also compare favor- 
ably with the ears in charge of the 
white drivera.

Colonel E. T. Brown Makes This Suggestion in Letter to 


President Asa 


G. 


Candler, of the 


Chamber of Commerce. 


Colonel E. T. Brown has suggested 
that the next public undertaking to be 
handled by the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce be a ‘cotton earnival’ or 
“cotton exposition.” 

This suggestion is set forth in a let- 
ter which he has written to President 
Asa G. Candler, of. that board, in re- 
Spons8e to a circular letter sent to each 
member of this commercial organization 
asking that suggestions be made as to 
what other pubiic undertakings this body 


should foster. 

It is Colonel Brown's idea that it 
should be ‘begun with a vitew to hold- 
ing it in the Avditorium-Armory, and 
if that proves too small to have this 
movement form the basis for an out- 
door exposition along the lines suggest- 
ed in his letter. 

L. A. Ransom, of this city, in his 
annual address before the Interstate Col- 
ton Seed Crushers’ Association, at Louis- 
ville last year, suggested such an expo- 
Bition for cotton seed products to ve 
held somewhere in the south. 

It is believed the two could be com- 
bined. 

Letter of Colonel Brown. 

Colonel brown's letter, in full, 
follows: 

“Mr. Asa G. Candler, President Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: 
In response to the notice sent out by 
the Chamber of Commerce requesting 
Suggestions regarding what movement 
the city of Atianta should next inau- 
gurate in the way of a big public under- 
taking, designed to set forth the advan- 
tages of the south, I beg to submit the 
following: 

“In my opinion we should hold a ‘cot- 
ton carnival or a ‘cotton exposition’ at 
SOmne time during the year i910. 

“We must never lose sight of the fact 
that while the south has undeveloped 
natural resources, varied interests and 
commercial pursuits, yet the basis and 
permanent assurance of Our prosperity 
is ‘cotton.’ The fourteen southern states 
have a virtual monopoly on the world's 
supply of ‘cotton,’ but the people of the 
South have never yet fully awakened 
to the wonderful possibilities inherent 
in that monopoly and have never yet 
formed even a partial conception of 
what it means to be the only real pro- 
ducing agency of a staple the world is 
compelled to have, 

“A monopoly on the world’s supply of 
cotton really carries the possibility of 
being the dominating factor in the com- 
merce of the world. 

What Cotten Has Done. 

“What has given America her balance 
of trade? What has made her, from 
the earliest days of her national his- 
tory, a power to be reckoned with in 
dominating and securing the dependence 
and patronage of all nations? ‘Cotton,’ 

“What is it, commercially speaking, 
that really gives to Uncle Sam his rank 
as a world power and will for all time 
fix and determine his industrial and 
commercial prestige and standing? ‘Cot- 
tan.’

“Suppose, for example, all 


should combine to declare industrial war 


upon the United States, what steps 
wauld it be necessary for us to take te 
break the force of the alliance?

“As said by another: ‘Every civilized 
human being, when he comes into the 
world, is swaddied in cotton and when 
@ gOes Out is wrapped in cotton,’ and 
it is equally as true that the whole in- 
d@ustrial, commercial and social fabric 
of every civilized nation is shot through 
_@li its warp and woof with ‘cotton.’ 
“It is literally true that ‘cotton is 
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king,’ but owing to the unintelligent 
way in which the people of the south 
have handled and marketed this God-given 
natural monopoly, ‘king cotton’ is in- 
vested with but few of the powers and 
attributes appurtenant to the ‘crown.’ 
“Let us begin now to devise ways and 
means for a new coronation and to in- 
augurate a new movement which will 
bring as its logical result the reai pow- 
ers and rights of dominion to which the 
south’s ‘king’ igs justly entitled. 


Great Cottorm Carnival. 
“In my opinion, the most feasible plan 


is to prepare for a great ‘cotton car- 
nival,” to be held here in Atlanta in 
i910, Represented at such a carnival 
would be every interest actively con- 
nected with cotton, and every such in- 
terest would certainly enthusiastically 
join in the attempt to make it a world- 
wide movement. 

“The Cotton Seed Crushers’ Associa- 
tion, with all of {ts varied activities and 
representing both national and interna- 


varied by-products—the manufacturers 
of every kind and character of cotton 
machinery, and the producers of all the 
innumerable finished products of cot- 
ton—the promoters of every kind and 
character of itmproved mechanical de- 
vices for gathering, handling and mar- 
Keting cotton, to say nothing of every 
commission man and alj the representa- 
tives of the numerous industries found- 
ed upon cotton and existing only by rea- 
son of cotton’s existence, would all join 
in making such an exposition or carni- 
val the greatest of its kind ever held in 
the world. 

“We of the south realize in a way the 
possibilities inherent in our natural mo- 
nopoly of this product, but our concep- 
tion of these advantages does not gen- 
erate the enthusiasm which the situ- 
ation should awaken in the heart of 
every southern man. Under the stimu- 
lating influence of a carnival or expo- 
sition, such as ff have, in brief, outlined, 
every man, woman and child in the 
south would think cotton, know cotton 
and talk cotton. Such a result would 
create a situation approximating what 
it should be, but will not be until 
some force is brought to bear upon the 
southern people to make them know the 
peculiar and wonderful possibilities ex- 
isting in the cotton producing quality 
of our soil and climate. 

“It is my opinion that such a carnival 
would have the effect of giving birth to 
a concerted plan of having a _ special 
course of cotton instruction included in 
the curriculum of every southern public 
school, and would prove the means of 
stimulating a more general education in 
the economic and political significance 
connected’ with cotton. 

“Every bale that leaves the gin should 
be wrapped in cotton baling: the use 
of every pound of lard in the south 
should be discontinued and cotton seed 
oil or cotton seed products in some form 


substituted. The profits logically and 
naturally incident te the production and 
sale of the finished products made from 
this great southern staple should be 
largely reserved to the land which is the 
home of cotton. 

“Let the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
lead off in this great educational move- 
ment looking to the permanent and 
rapid advancement of the south. The 
importance of such a movement cannot

Only Three Weeks to 
Decide Case.

Considerable interest attaches to

would not be surprised to see the ac- 
tion of the railroad commission in this 
case withheld until after Governor 
Smith has gone out of office. And 
then—oh, well, what’s the use? 

“Naturally, if the commission is go- 
ing to decide against port rates, the 
| governor would like to see the matter 
i} postponed. Then, at least, the failure 
| could not be charged up directly to his 
administration, even though a major- 
itv of those on the board were origi- 
nally his appointees. 

“A favorable decision, of course, he 
| would be glad to have before he goes 
out of office, but if it is going to be 
against him, it would be better, from 
» his standpoint, to wait. Then the 
| Brown administration would have to 
| bear the brunt of port rate defeat, 
whatever brunt there may be to it. 

“If the commission goes” fully into 
the evidence that was presented in 
these port rate cases, it will take them 
more than three weeks to canvass the 
situation and prepare themselves for 
ia decision. It looks to me, therefore, 
(as if it were going to be a case of 
' wait, and, as for the result, why, you 
can draw your own conclusions.” 


Two Commissioners Changed. 

The fact is also dwelt upon in the 
gossip that, apparently at least, two 
members of the commission appointed 
by Governor Smith shortly after he 
went into office, on the port rate plat- 
form, are now on the other side of the 
question. One of these tis former 
Commissioner Fuller E. Callaway, of 
LaGrange,, who resigned, and  al- 
though he was used as a witness by 
tue opposition to port rates, he makes 
emphatic denfal that this question 
had anything to do with his resigna- 
tion. 

The other is Chairman S. G. McLen- 
don, who, while he has expressed no 
definite opinion, has given indication 
of the fact through written statement 
and through questions asked during 
the hearing, that since studying the 
situation, he is not such a strong be- 
liever in port rates as he used to be. 

Strikingly interesting phases are 
thus lent a situation which has its po- 
litical as well as its economic side. 

The jobbers of Atlanta and of other 
points in the state are going to keep 
up the fight for port rates until the 
last ditch is reached. 

And, if the commission ever grants 
them, it is said the railroads involved 
will run the gamut of the courts twice 
over before they yield. 

The commission’s decision, therefore, 
whatever it may be, means practically 
only th ebeginning of it. 

The elasticity of port rates asa po- 
litical issue is, therefore, readily ap- 
parent. 

That it will have its future uses in 
= respect is scarcely open to ques- 
tion.

“Logan E. Bileckley, a Memorial by 
the Georgia Bar Association,” is the 
title of an attractive volume just pub- 
Mshed by the association for private dis- 
tribution among its members. 

The book and its contents constitute 
about as interesting and practical a meé- 
morial to the late distinguished chiet 
justice of the supreme court as could 
have been devised. 

It is well printed, attractively bound 
volume of 300 pages, and has been copy- 
righted by the Georgia Bar Association. 
Its Umited circulation is, therefore, wel] 
assured. 

The trontispiece and only picture in 
the book is a stee] engraving of the late 
chief justice, and is perhaps the best 
portrait of him as ne appeared in the 
later years of his life, to be had. 

The first article in the book is a sketch 

of Chief Justice Bieckiey, prepared by 
tne bar association colinmittee, com- 
posed ot Judge J. K. Lamar of AuguSta, 
Judge Joel Branham of Rome, Hon. 
H. H. Perry of Gainesville, and Hon. 
Albert #i. Russell. 
- Then follows a transcript of the me- 
morial proceedings, which took place, 
shortly after his death, in the supreme 
court. Two other sketches of the chief 
justice appear in the work, both of them 
prepared by prominent Georgians who 
followed him to his grave. The one 1s 
“Logan E. Bleckley: A Sketch,’’ by 
Walter B. Hill, late chancellor of the 
state university, and the other, ‘The 
Poet, Bleckley,’’ by Hon. John W. Akin, 
of Cartersville, late president of the 
senate. 

Practically the entire remainder of the 
work is devoted to - Judge Bleckley’s 
speeches and writings. Among these 
is “A Letter to Posterity,’' and gome 
very artistic, as well as characteristic, 
poems. There are extracts culled from 
decisions in the Georgia supreme court 
illustrating his wit and wisdom, be- 
sides other features of interest. 

The volume is an attractive and «4 
worthy tribute to the ability, genius and 
originality of one of Georgia's foremost 
and best known jurists.

HITCH ASKS PARDON 
FOR NEGRO CONVICT 


Aged Negro Convicted of Fir- 
ing Home of Secretary’s 
Brother-in-Law. 


Upon a recent inspection visit to the 
state prison farm, where he was sent 
by Governor Smith for the purpose of 
making a report relative to certain 
prisoners, Executive Secretary C. M. 
Hitch found confined there under a life 
sentence a negro named William Fields, 
who has been there twenty years, and 
is now 70 years old. 

Upon questioning Fields, Mr. Hitch 
found that he had been sentenced for 
arson~having been convicted of setting 
fire to the home of ‘‘Tinch’’ Chapman, 
of Liberty county, a brother-in-law of 
Mr. Hitch. Without knowing who Mr. 
Hitch was, Fields told his story, and 
persisted in his innocence of the crime. 
Mr. Hitch also learned that upon one 
ocgasion when there was a fire at the 
penitentiary farm, Fields had assisted 
the guards and prevented prisoners 
from escaping while the guards were 
engaged in fighting the fire. 

The result of his inquiries was a re- 
quest to the governor from Mr. Hitch 
to pardon Fields, and Governor Smith 
agreed to do 80 provided it was ap- 
proved by Mrs. Chapman, who is Mr.

Committee Balked Again’ 


Yesterday Afternoon. 


Now a Question of Finance and 
Morals—High Praise.

If it takes a council] committee a 
year and a month to lease Lakewood 
park for five years, how long would it 
take the whole council to sell the 
park? 

This {s a very knotty question, and 
yet it is one that is being asked by 
those who have kept up'with the un- 
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ending struggle to settle what seems 
to be a very simple municipal matter. 

It was announced that when the 
council committee on public buildings 
and grounds met yesterday afternoon 
ft would finally settle the Lakewood 
park question once and for all, but it 
didn’t. There is to be another meet- 
g ing of the committee Monday morning 
2 at 9 o’clock, when—so it is again an- 
nounced—the lease matter will be 
definitely settled. 

This Lakewood lease seems to have 
resolved itself into two parts, finance 
and morals. One Julius Billet took 
hold f the park when it had been very 
much run down morally, and after 
years of ,jhard work and the expendi- 
ture of money, elevated the place so 
much that there is no longer any rea- 
son why women and children cannot 
picnic there in perfect security. 

It Began a Year Also. 

A year ago the city advertised for 
bids for a lease on the property for & 
term of five years. There were three 
bidders, but because of some techni- 
calities all bids were declared off. 
There “vas another advertisement, and 
delay after delay arose in awarding 
the contract. A new council came in 
and the whole matter had to be taken 
up afresh. 

As the matter now stands there are 
two bidders, Julius Billet and 8S. M. 
Wolff, a tailor. Billet’s bid is for $350 
for the first three years, $550 for the 
fourth year and $600 for the fifth year, 
making his total bid $2,200. Wolff's 
bid is $700 a year for five vears, mak- 
ing his total $3,500. As a mere matter 
of dollars and cents, Wolff’s bid is the 
better, but the charge has been made 
that Wolff is bidding for one L. Wax, 
who formerly had the boat concession 
at the lake under Billet. Wax, so it

Story. of Crime. 

Cc. B. Wiggins, one of the most prom- 
inent citizens of Butler, was about 12 
o clock on Saturday night last murder- 
ously assaulted in his own home. The 
assassin was found secreted in a ward- 
robe of the Wiggins home when Mr. 
Wiggin® returned home after meeting 
the midnight train from Columbus, 
upon which he was expecting the ar- 
rival of his wife, who had been visit- 
ing Columbus for several days. 

The fact that a man purchased a 
return ticket Saturday night at Colurn- 
bus to Reynolds, and that the same 
party got off the train at Butler, led 
the officers to believe that the would- 
be assassin came from Columbus, and 
working upon this theory they found 
other evidence that led them to place 
suspicion upon Charles Smith, a painter. 
Smith was arrested, brought to Butler 
and placed in jail Tuesday afternoon. 

He was readily recognized by a num- 
ber of citizens as being a “Mr. Kelley,” 
who had often visited Butler and claim- 
ing to be a detective.

The arrest of Smith developed a dis- 
tinct sensation that implicated Mrs. 
Wiggins, the wife of the assaulted 
man, in a dark plot to have her hus- 
band killed, get a large amount of in- 
surance and finally marry the man who 
is now a defendant in this case. 

A warrant was served on Mrs. Wig- 
gins, and she was held under detention 
for several days, but has now waived 
commitment hearing, giving sufficient 
bond, and is at Columbus with rela- 
tives. 

Both Smith and Mrs. Wiggins denied 
most positively any plotting against 
the life of Mr. Wiggins, or that their 
relations have ever been more than 
that of ordinarily good friends. 

Smith denies any knowledge of the 
Saturday night assault upon Mr. Wig- 
gins. 

Fierce Struggle. 


Mr. Wiggins was badly used up in 
his life and death struggle with his 
midnight assailant. The room in which 


the tragedy transpired resembled a 
slaughter pen Sunday morning. Mr. 
Wiggins was fired upon with a pistol 
of 44 caliber four times, the loss of one 
finger and flesh wound on the head 
being the extent of the damage made 
by bails from this big gun, Wiggins’ 
head and face was, however, beaten 
into a jelly with the butt of the gun. 
It is astonishing that he escapéd with 
his life, but in all probability he will 
now g€t well. Wiggins identifies 
Charles Smith as the man who assault- 
ed him, and believes his wife accessory

Lancaster, of ee John Coch- 
ran, of Knoxville, and James C. Brad- 
ford and John J, Vertrees, of Nashville. 

For some time past it has been repurt- 
ed that a test of the prohibition laws 
would be made, but no definite decision 
was reached by the attorneys employed 
to make the investigation until the con- 
ference was concluded yesterday after- 
noon. 

Several weeks ago the attorneys who 
participated in the conference were em- 
ployed to make an investigation into the 
statues which were enacted, with the 
view to ascertaining whether or not a 
contest was advisable. The consensus 
of opinion expressed at the conference 
was that the acts were unconstitutional, 
and it was decided to test them in the 
courts. Later another conference will 
be held to determine where the first 
suit to test the laws shall be brought. 

In addition to the attorneys mentioned 
above, General Luke E, Wright, former 
secretary of war, will actively partici- 
pate in the litigation.

WHAT ARE THEY’ 


Dr. Lehmann Calls Them 
Living Crystals. 


First Discovered in 1884 in Soft 
Soap—Sometimes Resemble 
Bacteria — Take Spontane- 
ously Worm or Serpent 
Shapes. 


Berlin, May 1!6.—Extraordinary inter- 
est is being shown by German scientific 
men in the discoveries of Professor Otto 
Lehmann, of Karlsruhe, in the domains 
of crystallization and biogenesis. be- 
tween which the professor finds strong- 
ly marked bonds, going ‘even so far as 
to imply that 
certain conditions, may be found the 
origin of spontaneously generated life. 
Dr, Lehmann has begun a series of lec- 
tures on the subject at the Paris Sor- 
bonne, but he has anticipated these iec- 
tures by printing in the Berliner Tage- 
blatt an article describing his main ob- 
servations and conclusions. 

“Fluid crystals’’ are the basis of the 
whole new theory. Their discovery Dr. 
Lehmann ascribed to his own now thir- 
ty-seven-year-old invention, the ‘“crys- 
tallization-microscope,” which, he says, 
made possible thousands of observations 
which otherwise would have occupied 
whole lives.

Japs in Korea 


(Copyright, 1909, by Frank G. Carpen- 
| ter.) 

Seoul, 1909.—(Special _ Correspond- 
ence:)—It' was at the residency” gen- 
eral, a big frame office building that 
stands on the hill not far from the 
south gate, that I met Viscount. Ara- 
suke Sone, the man who,-in the ab- 
sence of Prince Ito, is acting as the 
real ruler of this land of Korea. On 
my way there I passed the palace in 
which the retired emperor is practi- 
cally imprisoned, and as I went on 
through the Japanese quarter and 
climbed the hill I could see the pal- 
aces of the present emperor over the 
great piain of tiled roofs composing 
the city. I have already described my 
audience with him and given you some 
idea of his mental caliber. He is mere- 
ly a figurehead, and has no power 
whatever outside of his intmediate 
court. The man I met today is under 
the direct control of the Emperor of 
Japan, and he is now exercising super- 
vision over al! affairs in Korea. The 
country is nominally governed by the 
local officirals, but they act as the 
resident neral directs, and netther 
appointments nor dismissals can be 
made without his consent. 

By the agreement between Japan 
and Korea, when the emperor was de- 
posed and his son put in his place, it 
was stipulated that the resident gen- 
eral should reform the administration, 
and that the government of Korea 
should not enact any law or do any 
important thing without his approval. 
It was provided that it should appoint 
Japanese to such official positions as 
the resident general recommended, and 
that no foreigner should be engaged 
without his consent. In short, it meant 
the turning over of the Korean gov- 
ernment almost absolutely into the 
hands of Japan, and this is the condi- 
tion today. 

The Man Who Rules Korea. 

Viscount Sone is well known as an 
administrator. He has been several 
times in the cabinet of the mikado, and 
has been a real working force in Ko- 
rea. He Knows all about the country; 
and, while conservative in his state- 
ments, evidently believes that the 
Japanese will be able to handle it suc- 
cessfully. During my talk of-today I 
asked him whether he thought the 
Koreans were capable of self-govern- 
ment. He replied: 

“They are not so now. All their tradi- 
tions and training have been along the 
lines of oppression and corruption. They 
have been unmercifully squeezed by 
their rulers and do not know what good 
government means. It will take some 
time to educate them to it. We ghall 
have to teach them to crawl before they 
can walk, and it will be years before 
they are able to govern themselves.” 

“Is it the tdea of Japan to make the 
country independent?” 

“Yes, when the conditions are guch 
that it can maintain an independence 
which will be for the good of the people 
and at the same time not injurious to 
the interests of Japan.” 

The Anti-Japanese Sentiment. 

“Whatigs the situation today, your ex- 
cellency? I understand that many of 
the Koreans are not in favor of the 
new regime?” 

“That is true,” replied the resident 
general. “These people cannot appreci- 
ate the fact that Japan is anxious to 
benefit them and their country. They 
have been oppressed by foreigners 
through a series of years and not fairly 
treated. For along time they were un- 
derthe Chinese government, which 
largely directed their affairs for its 
own benefit. Then the Japanese, after 
their war with China, took charge of 
many things and the Russians did like- 
wise. The result ig that the people 
Suspect our sBincerity. They cannot be- 
lieve that their rights and property are 
not to be taken away from them, or 
that their country ts not eventually to 
be a second Japan. It will take a 
long time to eradicate these suspicions, 
and it cannot be done by pronuncia- 
mentos and speeches. It will have to 
be accomplished by works, and that is 
what we propose to do. We shall build 
roads, establish agricultural methods. 
We have already wiped out most of the 
corrupt courts, and are seeing that the 
people have justice among themselves. 
We have reformed the system of taxa- 
tion; and that in such a way as to ma- 
terially reduce the burdens imposed by 
the tax-gatherers of the past. We are 
Starting schools here in Seoul and else- 
where, and we are doing all we can to 
Bive the Koreans a square deal.” 

Brigands and Fire Robbers. 

“But you have not been able to give 
them peace, your excellency,” said I. 

“No, there is still trouble in different 
parts of the peninsula. This is due 
somewhat to disaffection as regards the 
Zovernment, but more to a system of 
brigandage, which has gone on for 
years. There are in Korea companies 
of bandits, known as fire-robbers, be- 
cause they blackmail the villages and 
often burn them down, in order to rob 


the people. We are more afraid of thie 
element now than of any other. It rises 
at certain times of the year; and is at 
its worst just after harvest when the 
rice is gathered and all other work stop- 
ped. Then these robberies begin. The 
are performed by bands of from five to 
twenty-five or more brigands and they 
seem to break’ out simultaneously over 
the country. During certain years there 
are as many as fifteen thousand of 
these men, and they have been operat- 
ing from year to year for almost a cen- 
tury. They are so many that we could 
not easily control them if they were or- 
ganized, but we are policing Korea and 
thus keeping the bands apart. In time 
We shall wipe them out. You will re- 
member that you had a similar trouble 
with your people in the Philippines. It 
has taken us eight years to get the 
aborigines of Formusa into satisfactory 
shape; and I judge & will take several 
years before we can bring peace, 
Safety and quiet to every part of this 
land.” 

“Are the Koreans 
as the Filipinos?’ 

“I think not,” replied the resident 
general. ‘The (Filipinos are more sim- 
ple, less educated and more easily han- 
died. The Koreans have had a govern- 
ment and a fair amount of civilization 
for many, many years. It is difficult 
to change them, and the rank and file 
are not anxious to take up new things. 
As I have said, we can only expect to 
teach them by works, bv giving them a 
practical and an optical demonstration 
of our ideas.”’ 

Improved Agriculture. 

“What do you mean.by that, 
excellency?’ 

“T mean that we shall show the Ko- 
reans that we are their friends By -the 
development of their country. As it is 
now, the woods have been cut from 
the mountains and many of the peaks 
are as bare as a desert. This makes it 
impossible to conserve the rainfall, and 
we have not the water needed for ir- 
rigation. One of our first works will oe 
jalong the lines of reforestation. We 
are planting trees in many plares and 
have laid out model forests near Seoul, 
Ping Yang and Taiku. These forests 
cover thousands of acres, and have cost 
several hundred thousand yen. We find 
the trees grow well, and hope in time 
to have the mountains again covered 
with verdure. 

“We are also establishing experiment- 
al farms,” continued his excellency, 
“and are trying to teach the people to 
make the most of their lands. At pres- 
ent there is little use of manure, and 
they know nothing of artificial fertil- 
izers. They do not appreciate the pos- 
sibilities of their soil. It will produce 
eight-tenths of the varieties of things 
grown in Japan, and some which we 
cannot successfully cultivate. 

“This is especially so as to cotton. We 
are experimenting with that at half-a 
dozen different places in southern Ko- 
rea. We have used the native seed and 
also the American upland. So far 
rative seed seems the better. Our ex- 
perts estimate that there are a half 
million acres of good cotton land in 
Korea, and that we can eventually 
raise all the cotton we need here and 
have a large amount ror shipment 
abroad.”’ 

Room for Twenty Millions More. 

“Suppose Korea were.carefully farm- 
ed, how many people could it support?” 

“That question is difficult to answer,” 
said Viscount Sone. “We have now 
about twenty million people here. This 
is above other estimates, put there are 
parts of the country which are thickly 
populated. If all the land availabie 
could be used and dmproved methods 
emploved on it and On the farms now 
under cultivation, there is no doubt but 
what we could produce twice as much 
as we do now. This means that Korea 
could then support forty millions 
without much trouble. It might sup- 
port more.” 

“In that case you will have an outlet 
for the congestion of Japan, will you 
not?’ 

“To some extent, yes: but, so far, the 
Japanese farmers do not seem anxious 
to come to Korea. The methods of cul- 
tivation are different here, as are also 
the soils and conditions of life. We 
have been encouraging immigration, 
but as yet have not had many of the 
farming class. A great deal of the un- 
developed land lies in the northern part 
of the country. The farming there is 
more like that of the United States and 
our people do not take toit. Indeed, I 
expect to see a growth of the Korean 
population, rather than an influx from 
Japan.”

Sanitary Intprovements. 
“We are greatly improving the gani- 
tary conditions of the country,’’ con- 
tinued Viscount Sone. “This will cut 
down the death rate and, with better 
times, tne birth rate will grow. As it 
is now, the people know almost noth- 
ing about taking care of their health. 
Smallpox occurs regularly from year 
to year, and little prevention is used 
to stop it. We have established vac- 


cine farms and are vaccinating the 


icination was introduced

people as rapidly as possible. We 
find it hard to do this, especially in 
the country districts. The Koreans do 
not understand what vaccination 
means, and they are more afraid of it 
than of the smallpox. These same 
conditions prevailed at the time vac- 
inte Japan. It 
may interest you to know that I was 
the first baby vaccinated there. That 
was 58 years ago.. The vaccine mat- 
ter took, and I have never had _ the 
Smallpox. I make it a rule, however, 
to be revaccinated every five years.” 

“How about your hospitals?’’ 

“We have, as you know, just com- 
pleted a large ome in Seou!. This now 
has one hundred beds, and is_ thor- 
oOughly equipped in every respect. 
There is a medical college connected 
with it, and we expect to educate 
young doctors who will practice 
throughout the country. We are im- 
proving the chief cities by cleaning 
them. You see what is going on in 
Seoul. Similar work is being done in 
Fusan, Chemulpo, and elsewnere.”’ 

Korean Mines. 


The conversation here turned to min- 
ing concessions, and I asked his excel- 
lency if foreigners had any chance to 
make money mining in Korea. He re- 
plied: 

“They have as many opportunities as 
the Japanese. The minerais, with the 
exception of coal, are open’to all. As 
it is now, some of the most valuable 
mines are held by Americans, and there 
are a number of large concessions be- 
longing to foreigners” 

‘Is the country rich, minerally?’ 

“It has minerals in mane parts of 
it.” said the resident general. ‘“‘but I 
believe not in large quantities. Most 
of the mining properties are small. 
and so far no great and valuable dis- 
coveries outside of the goldand copper 
mines, have been made. Korea con- 
tains silver, gold, copper ang fron. 
There is considerable coal, but the sup- 
ply of fuel out here in the far east ts 
so limited that we have special regu- 
lations concerning it.” 

“Is there enough coal and iron 
make Korea an industria] country ?” 

“IT think so. We shall eventually have 
factories and foundries and will make 
for Ourselves many of the things 
which we buy from abroad.”’ 

The Open Door. 

“Does the open door exist in Korea, 
your excellency?” 

“Yes, according 
z0o0ds of all 


to 


to the treaties, the 
nations come in on the 
Same terms. There are no discrimina- 
tions in favor of Japan, and. indeed 
Japan has the worst of it as to some 
importations. This is so with tobacco. 
That is a monopoly in Japan and the 
sovernment fixes the prices. Everyone 
knows what the merchants have to pay 
for the Japanese tobaccos. Therefore 
the American Tobacco Company and 
others can ship in their wares and un- 
cersel] the Japanese, I believe they 
are doing that now. 

“As to our foreign trade, that wil] 
rapidly increase under the new regime, 
and it is now approximating thirty 
million gold dollars. Seven years ago 
it was less than twelve millions. The

zrowth is chiefly in imports, although 
he exports have more than doubled 
vithin four years. The imports were 
over forty-one million yen én !907."’ 

“What proportion of your trade comes 
‘rom Japan?” 

‘In 1907 our imports amounted to 
twenty-seven million yen,;:or not quite 
three-fourths of the: whole. They are 
increasing steadily with the growth of 
Japanese business houses here. It is 
the Same with the exports. Japan !s 
taking more and more of the products 


'of Korea every vear, and about three- 
‘fourths of all the country sells now 


comes to her. ‘The greater, part o; the 
trade consists of agricultural crops and 
fish, the surplus of which Is used in 
Japan. The biggest export is that of 
rice, which in 1907 amounted to in the 
neighborhood of four million dollars.”’ 

“How about your trace with Ameri- 
ca?’ 

“Your exports to Korea were over 
three million: yen last year, and this 
is just a little under what Korea bought 
from China and two million yen -tess 
than what she bought from Great Brit- 
ain. It is only one-ninth of what was 
bought from Japan.” 

Tobacco in Korea. 

On my way back from the residency 
general I looked at the tobacco stores, 
and the American goods sold in them. 


|Our tobaccos are far more popular here 
‘than those of Japan, and the American 


cigarette promises to drive out the old 
Korean pipe. These people are great 
I see little boys of 10 and 
12 with pipes in their mouths, and 
one of the most common sights on 
the streets is a half dozen or more 
men in long white gowns and hig hats, 
squatting on their heels and smoking 
vipes which have reed stems about 4 
‘eet in length. Some of these pipes 
tre so long that a servant has to be 
kept to light them, as a Man cannot 
to the bowl with the pipe in 
his mouth. The bowls of the Korean 
pipes hold about as much as a thimble. 
They are usually brass. The mouth- 
pieces are of the same metal, or in 
the pipes of the rich they may be 
made of amber or jade. The common 
people use shorter pipes while work- 
ing, as the long pipe can be smoked 
safely only when sitting down. The 
man who attempts to smoke one while 
walking or running is liable to stum- 
ble and drive the stem down his 
throat. 

The use of cigarettes is now com- 
mon even among the working classes, 
and the women are beginning to fancy 
them. Many of the cigarettes are of 
native tobacco, which sell at from 3 
to 5 cents a package. Next to these 
come the Japanese cigarettes, which 
are partially made of American to- 
bacco, and then the wares of the Amer- 
ican Tobacco Company, which are the 
best and most popular of all. 

The New Government Hospital. 

During my talk with the resident 
general he referred to the new hospital 
here, which has just been completed. 
A big garden party was given at the 
dedication of the institution, at which 
more than 1,500 of the high-class 
Koreans, the Japanese officials and a 
few of the foreign residents were pres- 
ent. I was fortunate enough to have 
an invitation. The hospital is situated 
under the mountains, some distance 
from the east gate, and just next the 
east palace. Its grounds contain many 
acres of rolling land, spotted with 
beautiful pine trees, knotted and 
gnarled. 

The hospital itself, which stands 
high up on @ hill and overlooks Seoul, 
is a big red brick building covering 
more than an acre of ground. It con- 
sists of a main building, which con- 
tains parlors, laboratories and operat- 
ing rooms, and back of these are long 
wings, which form the wards. The 
laboratories are large and well equip- 
ped with all sorts of electrical instru- 
ments and the tools for bacteriological 
investigation. The wards already have 
one hundred beds, and they are so 
arranged that more can be accommo- 
dated. The medical college connected 
with the institution has Japanese and 
foreign professors. The head of the 
hospital is Baron Sato, who was presi- 
dent of the chief military hospital of 
Japan during the Chinese and Rus- 
sian wars, and who cut the bullet out 
of Li Hung Chang's face when he was 
shot by the Japanese fanatic at the 
peace conference. The vice director 
is Dr. Takashina, who for years was 
physician to the Emperor of Japan, 
and among the professors of the medi- 
cal college is Dr. W. B. Scranton, who 
came to Korea more than twenty years 
ago as a medical missionary and who 
is one of the best-known physicians in 
this part of the world. 

A Korean Garden Party. 

Among the many guests present at the 
garden party not one was dressed in the 
big horse-hair hat and long gown of silk 
or linen which a few years ago was the 
badge of the Korean nobility. All wore 
foreign clothes, the men having tal!

hats and long frock coats. Not a few 
were in military uniforms, and among 
these were the uncle and the cousin 
of the present emperor. His imperial 
majesty was expected, but at the last 
moment gave up coming. Had he been 
present he would have been in the unl- 
form of a Korean general, which 18 
practically the same as that of the 
Japanese military officers. 

As to the latter, they were out in 
force. On horseback and in carriages 


with coachyen and footmen in livery, 
the principal.officials of the government 
came to the hospital; and altogether 
there was 80 much military display that 
the party would not have seemed out 
of place at an army and navy reception 
at the White House. 

We first went through the building 
and after this were given a luncheon in 
tents outside. The tents covered more 
than an acre. They were decorated with 
red and white bunting and hundreds of 
flags of all nations hung down over the 
guests as they ate. The meal was served 
in European style, at long tables beau- 
tifully decorated with flowers and fruit. 
Beside each plate were glasses for 
champagne and other wines, a copious 
supply of which was served. The menu 
included roast beef, chicken, duck, pate 
de fol gras and all the other accompa- 
niments of a first-class European luncn, 
with persimmons, bananas, apples and 
other Korean fruits for dessert. The 
furnishing of a dinner like this to Mft- 
teen hundred people, seating them 4il 
and serving every one without friction. 
would be difficult in any American city, 
but it was accomplished here without 
trouble. Quite a number of such gar- 
den parties are now being held, and the 
Japanese believe that in so bringing 
the people together they are materially 
advancing the new civilization. 

Before the dinner was served there 
were a number of speeches by Koreans 
and Japanese. These began with a mes- 
sage from the emperor. This was rev- 
erently handled, the parchment contain- 
ing it betng wrapped in yellow silk, tne 
imperial color. An officer of the im- 
perial household, a fine-looking Korean, 
read it in a sing-song tone. As he be- 
gan the audience rose and all remained 
standing until it was completed. After 
this the Japanese resident general made 
a speech and Baron Sato responded. At 
the close Gen. Hasegawa, the hero 0! 
Port Arthur and commander-in-chief of 
the Japanese forces in Korea, proposed 
cheers for the emperor of Korea and led 
the audience in calling ou “Banzal. 
Banzai!”’ 

Altogether it was a most striking evi- 
dence of the changes which are so rap~ 
oin n in this country.

FREE PASSES 
FR OFFICLS 


In Florida Leads to Sen- 
sational Report. 


Lively Week Spent by Florida 
House of Representatives. 
Names of Officials and For- 
mer Officials Receiving Free 
Transportation. 


Tallahassee, Fla., May !5.—(Special.)— 
Jensations continue in the house of rep- 
resentatives, and this week has its share 
of them. On Wednesday, when the spe- 
efal committee, appointed to examine 
the pass files of the railroad commis- 
sioners and report their findings to the 
house of representatives, announced that 
they were ready to render their report, 
all was a hushed silence. Each eager 
to hear who had been riding by the com- 
pliments of the railroads, all knowing 
that since the year 1887 these acts have 
* been a part of the statutes, and to bD® 
caught on the list meant trouble, The 
revised statutes of 1906, section 3634, 
reads: “Issuing free pass to state of- 
ficers: 1f any stockholder, director, 
president or other officer or agent of 
any transportation, railroad or common 
carrier in this state, or any person in 
any way connected with any such com- 
pany or common carrier, grants, sends 
Or delivers a free pass over any rail- 
road, steamboat or other transportation 
line, or for any distance thereon, or 
discounts the fare thereon paid by the 


public generally to any member of the 
legislature, or salaried officer of 
etate, shall be punished by imprison- 
ment not exceeding one year, or by fine 
not exceeding $!,000.” 

Section 3635 reads: ‘“Receivirig such 
pass: Any member of the legislature 
or any salaried officer of the state, who 
receives such pass or any such discount 
mentioned in the preceding section, shall 
pe subject to the punishment prescribed 
therein.” 

Wording of the Report. 

The report wa8 received, and by mo- 
tion it was ordered read, and. as the 
reading clerk cleared his voice, members 
fixed themselves in positions 80 as to 
be certain not to miss a word. Some 
gathered close to the clerk, others took 
the vacant seats in the center of the hall, 
and all kept quiet and still. The report 
in part was as follows: 

“Those who have violated the law Dy 
accepting free passes include senators 
and representatives of congress, judges 
of the United States court and district 
attorneys, custom house Officials. It 
also includes members of the board of 
health, college professors, judges of cir- 
cuit court, members of the state senate 
and house of representatives, adminis- 
trative officers, bank inspectors, clerks, 
fish commissioners, attaches of both 
houses of the legislature and even jan- 
ftors and many others not here enu- 
merated. 

‘The wives and children of high offi- 
clals have been the object of special fa- 
vors, and in one case the servant of a 
judge of the United States court. 

. ere is on file the names of multi- 
tudes of persons who occupy no of- 
ficial sition, among these is an array 
of ‘ministers of religion.” as they are 
denominated in the statute many of 
these hae been accorded annual passes, 
although the reception of free passes is 
contrary to law.’’ 

During the reading of the report, mem- 
bers exchanged knowing glances, and 
now and then would “swap smiles,” oc- 
casionally a look of surprise fitted about 
the room, but all was still. When the 
clerk concluded, a sigh of relief seemed 
to be breathed by many. Alexander, of 
Volusia, arose and said: “Mr. Speak- 
er, as this report has created a politi- 
eal graveyard and will act as a monu- 
ment, I move that it be spread upon the 
journal.”

Provisions of New York 
Law Disregarded. 


There Is No Trouble in Laying 
Bets at Belmont Park Track. 
The Attorneys for the State 
Will Appeal to the Highest 
Court. a 


New York, May 15.—Believing that 
gambling at the race tracks will be as 
flagrant this summer as before the 


trict Attorney Cjarke and his assist- 
ant, Robert H. Elder, of Brooklyn, 
Kings county, announced last night 
that they would immediately apply to 


the court of appeals, the highest court, 


in the state, for a final interpretation 
of the recent statute. 

Gambling on the races was found by 
detectives to be open to all who could 
identify themselves at Belmont Park 
Thursday. The officials of Kings coun- 
ty, in which are located Sheepshead 
Ray and other important tracks, were 
led by this condition to believe that 
oral bookmaking would flourish de- 
spite the law.

law,” 


cision, “was that to 
for the purpose of getting bets 
bookmaking. The court holds 

there must be writing of some sort, 
but it does not specify whether the 
writing must be of odds or what. It 
leaves thus the real point of the case 
undecided. We are trying to find out 
if it were necessary to record the 
odds to make the act bookmaking. 

“If this decision stands, there is fear 
that the anti-gambling provision of 
the constitution will be nullified. If 
the gambling business is not a crime 
without some writing or _ recording, 
then the bookmakers can shout the 
odds and make oral bets at will. This 
would enable them to do business on 
a very large scale, especially the 
wealthy bookmakers, who could apply 
assistants with cipher codes for re- 
cording bets. The whole evil of book- 
making could be renewed and_ the 
statute and constitution nullified. 

“The indications at the Belmont 
Park track tend to confirm this fear. 
I understand that Mr. Belmont was 
asked to stop this. The fact that he 
did not, shows that the gamblers are 
to take advantage of the decisions of 
the court to the utmost. 

“The friends of order tell me that 
they have not lost faith in the court 
of appeals, however. The racing men 
have organized a press bureau to try 
to manufacture a public sentiment. I 
do not think, however, that the peo- 
ple can be fooled. The real enemy of 
liberty is the man who would substi- 
tute his own way for the way of the 
law.”

Annual report of chairman of ad- 
visory board of Atlanta Woman's Mis- 

 gpionary Association. 

For the benefit of those in and out 
of the association who are unac- 
quainted with the work of the “Trav- 
elers’ Aid’ it will not be amiss to 
give a brief history of the work. 
The travelers’ aid for- women ‘and 
girls, under the auspices of the Y. W. 
Cc. A., was first organized in London 
on December |, (885. with her majes- 
tv, the queen, as patroness, and Lady 
Frances Balfour as president, the Y. 
W. cc. A. agreeing to supply the funds 
until such*:time as the.soclety should 
gain the confidence of the public. — 

The object of the Travelers’ Ala is 
to protect inexperienced women and 
girls, who may be traveling in search 
of work, or merely for pleasure, 

The method of affording protéction 
is to meet girls at the railway sta- 
tions and boat landings by appoint- 
ment, if necessary, but in nearly all 
cities the work has met with. such 
general approval and has grown to 
such an extent that a Travelers’ Aid 
worker meets all trains, and gives 
her services, directing to safe lodg- 
ings, or assists in any way when 
friends fail to meet the traveler. In 
Europe there are now eighty cities 
which have either volunteer or paid 
representatives, and the work is also 
established in Australia and South 
Africa, and a girl may travel alone 
around the world in the care of the 
Travelers’ Aid and be safe, if she fol- 
lows directions. 

The work in Amertca ig lazgely ye 
der the auspices of the Y. ae : 
and is of invaluable service to all 
cities and must appeal to all who 
come in contact with it. 

In Atlanta the work was organized 
in Trinity church, March (18, 1900, and 
started bv our first president and fel- 
low-worker, Mrs. Harvey Hatcher, 
who, during her residence in St. Louis, 
Mo., saw the great amount of good 
accomplished. upon her return inter- 
ested a small band of workers and 
from that our Atlanta Woman's Mis- 
sionary Association has grown.

The National Conference of Chari- 
tiles and Correction is a meeting for 
the interchange of ideas of those in- 
terested in social work. All remember 
the great impetus that was given gen- 
eral philanthropic work in Georgia 
after the conference met in Atlanta. 

The next conference will be held in 
Buffalo, N. Y., next June. A number 
of club women and workers in kin- 
dred associations from the south will 
be present.

Mr. T. H. Jones was born 
ville, Knox county, Kentucky, August 
5, 1831. being now in his 78th year.

Everybody except a few who hap- 
pen to have taken the pains -:9 study 
the situation, will wonder how Grady 
spending the thousands the city 
gives it every year. There will be 
talk regarding incompetence and in- 
attention to duty. 

And some fine day, not too far dis- 
tant, when the hospital will be com- 
pelleqd to turn down cases wholesale, 
there will be many fine rhetorical ef- 
forts from politicans, many fervid com- 
munications to the papers, and a great 
big scandal, ‘unpleasantly advertising 
the city, all over the south. 

No one will be to blame but the “city 
of Atlanta, for remaining blind and 
deaf to conditions that the hospital 
authorities have constantly and faith- 
fully parade@ before their eyes anc 
dinned into their éars. 


Will It Libel Atlanta? 

There will, of course, always he an 
element of eitizeng who belleve in’ rem- 
edying bad conditions by ‘“pussyfoot- 
ing,” so to speak; in other words, by 
ignoring them. Otherwise, “It might 
damage the city to make these things 
public, you know.” If that element of 
citizens will specify how a hospital 
serving the poor people of Atlanta is to 
be rebuilt—and that’s what it needs— 
unless the people of Atlanta know 
the unfovely facts, they will solve a

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problem the hospital authorities have 
been trying to solve for the last sev- 
enteen years. 

Almost always there has been an an- 
nual deficit at Grady, after common 
} and inevitable expenses were paid. in 
the four months of the current vear, 
the hospital has run away ahead, pro- 
portionately, of its apportionment. Out 
of what, on the surface, appears a 
somewhat liberal allowance for repairs 
and improvements, only a small 
amount remains for putting tn a badly- 
needed laundry. The rest of the im- 
provements must wait, while the hos- 
pital becomes each month _§ steadily 
more dilapidated. 

These are the main counts fn the in- 
dictment. Specifications will be given, 
as the story proceeds. And little apace 
will be required, when the big nature 
of the subject is considered. 

A Free Gift to the City. 

The bullding of Grady hospital didn't 
cost the city of Atlanta, officially, a 
cent. A movement to found the hos- | 
pital was originated by Henry W. 
Grady. When the people found-how sick | 
people of the poorer class were being! 
farmed from institution to institution, 
and necessarily neglected in a way, it 
was not very difficult to inspire the 
movement with impetus. 

Grady’s persistence and eloquence did 
the rest. Subscriptions rolled in by 
\ tidal waves. There was the widow's 
j mite and the rich man’s generous con- ' 
}tribution. The whole city was roused | 
to a common humanitarian need. The! 
original administration building and 
wards, as they now stand, are a monu- 
ment to public spirit in this city. The 
children and Maternity wards have 
since been built by popular subscrip- 
tion. 

The average Amertcan city spends 
;hundreds of thousands in bullding and 
equipping and maintaining hospitals, 
)and count the investments paying ones 
Just as they do sanitation and educa- 
tion. 

Atlanta appears to have been satis- 
fied with accepting the hospital at the 
hands of her people, on the condition 
that she maintain it in gz00d order— 
and then developing an easy indiffer- 
epce as to scrupulously performing her 
part of the compact. If the city and 
her people were individuals, instead of 
abstract entities, the latter could bring 
Suit against the former for breach of 
contract. 

The Equipment of Grady. 

There are white male and female 
wards at Grady, with aggregate capac- 
ity of forty-four beds. 

There are negro male and female 
wards, with an aggregate capacity of 
thirty-eight beds. 

In other words, eighty-two beds for 
ailing adult poor people out of a popu- 
lation of 140,000. 

There are twenty-four beds 
children’s ward. 
is overcrowded, 

There are eighteen beds in the ma- 
ternity ward, sufficient for the present, 
though already a congestion is fore- 
shadowed. 

How Grady Is “Financed.” 

A glance at the system of “financing” 
Grady, and the quotation marks are 
used advisedly, will indicate that short- 
sighted policy that ts hampering the 
efficiency Sof this institution in the 
Matter of maintenance alone. 

The last apportionment sheet appro- 
priated the following sums to support 
Grady hospital for the year 1909:

A Visit With Councilman Johuston. 

The visit to the hospital was made 
in company with Councilman Steve 
Johnston, of the Sixth ward. He is a 
member of council’s committee having 
the Grady in charge, and, with his 
fellow members, is in thorough sym- 
pathy with the movement to get the 
people of Atlanta to recognize the vital 
function of that institutign. 

As we approached the extensive 
grounds, the main bulldings almost 
concealed with climbing vines, he said: 
“It looks beautifully on the outside. 
Wait till you get inside the doors.” 
He accompanied the party, consisting 
of Dr. W. B. Summerall, the new au- 
perintendent, and Dr. Noble, and the 
writer, on a comprehensive round of 
the wards, the adjunct departments 
and the premitsee generally. 

A word about Dr. Summerall. It will 
be .remembered that so anxious was 
the board of trustees to secure him as 
the head to the hospital that negotia- 
tions were protracted for weeks. the 
doctor holding out for and finally se- 
curing agreement for a salary approx- 
imately commensurate with the tre- 
mendous responsibilities of the posi- 
tion. He assumed charge the first of 
Aprik Since that time he has spent 
about four nights and days with his 
family. That speaks significantly of 
the reorganization he has undertaken. 

A Well-Equipped Superintendent, 

His equipment for his duties is ideal. 
He received his medical education at 
Tulane University, New Orleans, and 
subsequently had charge of large gOV- 
ernment hospitals in Cuba and the 
Philippines. Coming to Atlanta when 
the date of his service expired, he re- 
entered private practice a short while, 
until he was made supertntendent of 
the hospital for contagious diseases. 
From there he went to the Grady. 
Dr. Summerall has the method and 
Gecision of the army-trained man, 
blended with the humane institutions 
and the executive ability essential to 
meeting the peculiar duties of his new 
position. During his short tenancy he 
has made himself marvelously familiar 
with the details of this big institution. 
One of his innovations is illustrative 
of the man. He has placed a man in 
the office to be present at all times 
and to answer promptly telephone calls 
and to meet and direct visitors to the 
institution. Abgence of such. system 
had previously been one of the less 
fortunate features of the institution. 

What It Costs to Run a Hospital. 
We asked Dr. Summerall for approx- 
imate figures showimg the upkeep of 
a hospital. ; 

“It has been estimated,” he replied, 
“that for an ecighty-five-bed hospital. 
the provision expense is $18,600, or 
about 60 cents a day to the patient. 
For a 100-bed hospital, that would rise 
to $21,900." ,

THE SECRET is to catch the market 
just before the rise in values; that is, 
to get there first with a little money 
before the general trade realizes what 
is going on. Especially in cities 
Atlanta. which grow irregularly and not 
uniformly from center to circumfer- 
ence, is the opportunity rife to take ad- 
vantage of this state of affairs. In 
Stages of rapid growth, places are 
skipped over by the builders and devel- 
opers, but the keen eye of the specula- 
tor sees the chance for profit. There 
are in Atlanta regions of suppressed 
enhancement, or what might be called 
undeveloped areas of profit, such as we 
have been describing. For instance, no- 
tice that in the block adjoining the mil- 
lion-dollar postoffice is a front yard 
with boxwood growing on it—property 
entirely too valuable for such esthetic 
purposes. To state the point another

though flowers are still growing in the 
front yards of residences on that street.
